COURSES OF INSTRUCTION 
Certain prerequisites may be omitted in the Summer Session 


BIOLOGY—Professor Wilson 


101. General Biology (1) 5 hrs. Open to all. A study of 
the more simple laws of life and an elementary account of the re- 
lationships between animals and plants. Designed as introductory to 
more advanced courses in biology as well as for students who desire 
merely an introduction to the laws of living things. 


212. Agriculture, General Principles and Practices (16). Pre- 
requisite: One year of elementary biology. Organic chemistry and 
high school or college physics are recommended as preliminary. 3 
hrs. A study of soil management, plant and animal husbandry, and 
kindred problems of Agriculture. Lectures, demonstrations, and field 
observations, accompanied by frequent quizzes. 


312. Physiology, Human (4). Prerequisite: Course 203. 3 
hrs. A course in general physiology, dealing with the functioning of 
the cells, tissues, organs and systems of the human body. Two lec- 
tures, recitations, or quizzes and one laboratory period each week. 
This course is profusely illustrated with charts, demonstrations, mod- 
els, slides for the microscope, and the projection lantern. 


EDUCATION: Professors Lunceford and Poundstone 


101. Rural School Problems. Prerequisite: Freshman standing. 
Summer session. 3 hrs. Open to freshmen; others by permission. 
Given in summer session. A course dealing with characters of the 
rural and small graded school; the plant, the curriculum, the children, 
the patrons, the economic support, etc. 


103. Elementary School Methods. Prerequisite: High school 
psychology. Summer session. 3 hrs. Open to summer session fresh- 
men. This course deals with the things involved in a system of meth- 
ods for elementary and rural schools. 


201. General Psychology (1) Prerequisite: Sophomore stand- 
ing. 3 hrs. A general course in elementary psychology. Required 
for both 60 hour and 120 hour certificates. 


301. Educational Psychology. Prerequisite: Course 201. The 
psychology of learning as it is involved in the activities of school 
children. 3 hrs. Required for the 120 hour certificate. 


303. Introduction to the Study of Education. (Principles of 
education). Prerequisite: Freshman standing in Summer Session, 
Course 201 Regular Session. First Semester and Summer Session. 3 
hrs. Deals with the origin, the character and the continuity of the 
factors which underlie ‘“‘education,” sentiment for, support, curricu- 
lum, machinery, personnel, product, measurement, etc. 


307. School Administration (9) Prerequisite or parallel: 
Course 204. 3 hrs. Open to juniors and seniors, Given each year 
and in summer session as required. This course involves organization, 
administration, and supervision of school systems, state, county, and 
city. Required for 120 hour certificate. 


ENGLISH LANGUAGE AND LITERATURE: Professor Ritchie 


100. Oral English. Open to all. 3 hrs. Attention is given to 
the principles of gesture, to the use of the voice in tone-production, to 
articulation and to position of the body as conditioning all these. The 
principles are applied to the expression of the student’s own thought 
as well as to his interpretation of the language of others. 


342. The American Novel. Prerequisite: Course 242. (Amer. 
literature). Since the days of Cooper fiction has been the popular 
form of literature in the United States. This course deals with the 
works of about sixteen leading writers, stressing those works published 


since 1895. All sections of the United States are represented. Open 
to all students of college grade. Three semester hours. 


327. Shakespeare’s Comedies. Prerequisite: Course 225. This 
course is directed toward securing a reading and teaching acquaint- 
ance with six or eight of the comedies. Character study will be given 
attention. Open to college sophomores, juniors, and seniors. Three 
semester hours. 


328. Shakespeare’s Tragedies (6). Prerequisite: Course 225. 
3 hrs. A reading study of five or six tragedies. 


HISTORY, SOCIOLOGY AND LATIN: Professor Higgins 


111. Greek History (11). 3 hrs. Opentoall. A survey of the 
life and thought of the ancient Greeks and their contribution to mod- 
ern civilization, dealing especially with the Greek city-state, religion, 
poetry, art, philosophy and science. The course is designed to serve 
as an introduction to the study of history in general. A knowledge of 
the Greek language is not required. Note: This course is identical 
with History 111 and should be followed by History 112. 


221. History of the United States. Prerequisite: One history 
course. 3 hrs. A general survey of the growth and development of the 
United States, covering the periods of discovery, colonial development, 
the growth of the west, and the Civil War. 


356. Rural Sociology. A descriptive and analytical study of 
conditions, tendencies, problems, and constructive agencies of rural 
life and of the country village. Open to all. Two semester hours. 

202. Vergil’s Aeneid. Prerequisite: Latin 201, or three years 
of high school Latin. 3 hrs. Open to all. Given upon sufficient de- 
mand. Six books of the Aeneid with some study of mythology and 
metrical reading. 


MATHEMATICS AND ASTRONOMY: Professor Loewen 


100. Astronomy. A course in general descriptive astronomy not 
requiring the knowledge of higher mathematics. Frequent observa- 
tions will be made with the telescope. The origin of many myths and 
superstitions will be discussed. The origin of nearly all other sciences 
will be traced back to astronomy. Will be offered upon sufficient 
demand. Open to all. Three semester hours, 


101. Intermediate and College Algebra (3b). Prerequisite: One 
year high school algebra and plane geometry. 5 hrs. Open to fresh- 
men. Review of fundamental laws; quadratic equations; simultane- 
ous quadratic equations; graphic algebra; variations; progressions; 
binomical theorem; theory of equations; logarithms; permutations 
and combinations; determinant. Students enrolling with one and one 
half year’s high school algebra will get only three hours’ credit. 


103. College Algebra (3a). Prerequisite: One and one half 
years high school algebra and plane geometry. 3 hrs. Open to 
freshmen. Same as course 101 except that it does not include inter- 
mediate algebra. 


MODERN LANGUAGE 
Work in French, German, or Spanish may be arranged for if 
there is sufficient demand. 
PHYSICAL EDUCATION: Miss Tucker 


101.—Freshman Physical Practice. General floor work. Two 
hours of gymnastics and one hour of swimming. One-half semester 
hour. 


201. Sophomore Physical Practice. Includes general floor work 
of a more advanced nature than in freshman course. Two hours of 
gymnastics and one hour of swimming. One-half semester hour. 

206. Playground Supervision. Prerequiste: Courses 101-102. 3 
hrs. Open to sophomores, juniors, seniors (men and women). Aims 


and purposes of playground activities. A study of theory of play and 
practice of playground sports and games. 


MUSIC: Dean Utt and Staff 

The department of music will offer courses in voice, piano, pipe- 
organ, violin, harmony, and musical appreciation during the summer 
school. There will be a kindergarten piano class as well as a piano 
class for older children. In connection with these classes a normal 
training course for teachers of piano will be held, preparing the 
teacher to do this work in the public schools or in private classes.

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REDEEMING THE SUMMER MONTHS 
There is an increasing number of persons who find it profitable 
as well as pleasant to spend a part of the summer in study. Ottawa 
University, with its complete resources of library, laboratory, and lec- 
ture halls all open to the work of the summer, offers facilities unex- 
celled in the west. Ottawa University emphasizes thoroughness of 
scholarship and Christian character. The courses are standard and 
will be accepted in full in any institution in the country. They are 
selected and arranged especially to meet the needs of the following 
groups: 
1. Teachers of long standing who may wish to review or fit them- 
selves for more efficient work in their chosen profession. 
2. Teachers who are candidates for a college degree or a life cer- 
tificate. 
3. Teachers desiring a certificate of higher grade. 
4. <All teachers who wish to renew certificates. 
5. Students in college who wish to shorten the time of college resi- 
dence and thus enter the professional school or life work sooner. 
6. Students who wish to remove conditions, meet group requirements, 
or relieve schedule diffculties. 
Other persons interested in general culture. 


STANDING AND CREDITS 

Ottawa University is a member of the North Central Association 
of Colleges, the standardizing agency for colleges in all the north cen- 
tral states. This membership means among other things that the 
credits earned in Ottawa University are accepted by other first-class 
colleges and universities. Of course every college and university has, 
as a rule, some regulations of its own which have bearing upon what 
credits and how many credits are accepted as meeting its own pe- 
culiar requirements. Ottawa University will not accept certain cred- 
its earned in normal schools, trade schools, agricultural colleges, etc., 
not because the work is not creditable but because such courses are 
not recognized work in Class A colleges of arts and sciences. Courses, 
credits for which are accepted by Ottawa University, must be related 
to the aims or objectives of colleges of arts and sciences or in other 
words they must fit into the kind of work first-class colleges of arts 
and sciences do. 
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EXPENSES IN SUMMER SCHOOL 


A marticulation fee of $5.00 is required of each student, but once 
paid is good for any subsequent semester, or session. The tuition is 
$4.00 a semester hour. If a student carries the maximum load of 9 
hours his fees will be $41.00. Laboratory and gymnasium fees are 
extra. Fees, board, and room may be secured for $100.00 to $125.00 
for the session.
